In his new book, ‘* The Passionate 
Friends,” Mr. H. G. Wells makes a 
suggestion. which will interest and appeal 
to all of ax, whether we are fathers, or 
merely children. It in that parents should 
tell the fullest truth nbout their children 
{one can see the cynic raise his eyebrows !) 
so-that the new generation may arcid some 
of the troubles and pitfalle that beset the 
one before it.”
